Death of Captain Wan H. Winters.—The following General

at Fort Lapwai, Idaho, on the 12th instant.

11th, 1875, from which ‘position he was promoted as Captain of 
Company E, June 25th, 1876. 

Captain Winters served in Arizona with great credit to himself 
and his regiment; was for a long period A. A. A. G. of the District 
of Arizona, during an important p2riod in the histo ae of the Indian 
war in that Territory; his service in the field with his —— (G 
against the Apache Indian Chief, Cochise, was also of un 
variety and distinction. 

In October, 1869, while in command of a detachment from Fort 
Bowie, he attacked a pernen of this band, commanded by Cochise 
in person, at a pass the Chiricahua Mountains, defeating and 
driving from the field that noted Indian, killing twelve of his war- 
riors, and recapturing the stock which had been plundered a short 
time previous, 

The service rendered by Captain Winters, in connection with 
others, at about this time, was of a pom important character, and 
was largely instrumental in quieting the most desperate band of 
Indians who had ever infested Southern Arizona. 

Since September, 1872, his service has been in the Departments 
of California and the Columbia, serving in the field in oo of 
his company through the Nez Perce and Bannock cam Plone 
taking a creditable part in the encounters with Indians at C 
water, July 1st; at Cottonwood, July 3d, 4th, and 5th; 
searwatan, July 11th and 12th, 1877, and at Peach Creek, July eth,

The character of Captain Winters was that of a modest and un- 
assuming bmp at all times above reproach, while his man many 
genial and amiable qualities will not soon be forgotten by bh 
comrades. He leaves a widow and four children to mourn his 
untimely death.

I recognize and a jate, I believe, the a ny pe and in 
justice of an s) authorizing the promotion of any officer 
over the heads of his seniors in his own corps, and mach as I de- 
sire promotion (and I confess I do desire it), 1 wieh it to be dis- 
tinetly understood that I have in no way endeavored to secure the 
paseuge of the substitute referred to. 

Let me state briefly what I at once did, when first apprised of 
the na‘rre of this substitute. I addressed a letter to a friend in 

, asking that friend to see the distinguished Senator, 
by whom bill was introduced in the Senate, and to say 
to him for me, that the provision in the substitute anthorizing my 
promotion in the ey was unjust to captains senior to me iu that 
arm of the Service; an to request him in the event of 
the bi'l reaching the Senate, in its present form, to propose in lieu 
thereof, the original bill, and that failing, then to move that so 

to Fo yarns in the cavalry be 
stricken out—well understanding in that alternative, that the bill 
would confer no further power upon the Execat.ve than he now 
possesses, i. ¢., authority to appoint me a major of the staff of the 
Army when 4 vacancy t in should occur, if such be bis plea- 
sure: yet believing it would serve as a recommendation of no little 
weight when accompanying an application for the desired appoint- 


ment. 

I made application fer an a ntment as major and assistant 
adjatant-general in December last, through the regular military 
channels, and in February I was in ‘Washington when the bill was 
introduced, looking to the creatiqn of a vacancy for me. Bein 
exceedingly desirous of procuring promotion in the staff, an 
ee lly fo the Adjutant-General’s Department, I endeavored to 
interest, and did interest thuse of my personal acquaintance in 
Congress, in thie bill, regarding it then as I do now, perfectly 
proper and legitimate.

Another brother is 
Col. John Hancock, the agent of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
in Washington. Another paper says : ‘‘ Gen. Hancock’s father, 
Mr. H. B. Hancock, of Morristown, Pa., is said to have been 
a large, handsome, resolute man, a good lawyer, a Baptist 
deacon, and a Democrat of the deepest dye. Mrs. Hancock 
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was @ gentle little lady, and their three boys were highly es- 
teemed.” The Cleveland Leader adds, “They lived in a 
brick house of modest dimensions, in one part of which Mr. 
Hancock had his law office, and in another part of which Mrs. 
Hancock conducted a millinery shop. As a boy Gen. Hancock 
was a large, fine-looking person, a little clumsy yet well pro- 
portioned, a lover of athletic sports and pranks, and a favor- 
ite among his acquaintances. He was not remarkably bril- 
liant in his studies, but was a good average scholar. He was 
selected for appointment to West Point, because of his manli- 
ness of character and fine physique, and because he was 
thought to possess the elements of a soldier.” 

Ar Versailles there is a statue of Hoche, the early rival of 
Napoleen, which formerly bore this inscription: ‘‘ He died too 
soon for France, and his ever increasing glory was never 
prejudicial to his country’s liberty.” Under the empire, many 
years ago, these words were erased. Recently they have been 
placed again upon the statue. 

A CORRESPONDENT of the Springfield, Mass., Republican 
tells of the service rendered by Miss Mather, a Massachusetts 
woman, in educating the Indian children at Carlisle, and 
quotes from a letter written by her, in which she says: ‘‘A 
little more than seven months ago these boys and girls were 
found on the plains in their paint and dirt far removed from 
the first rudiments of civilization, speaking an unknown 
tongue and in some instances running like a wild deer at our 
approach and hiding in the bushes; but now what do I see 
after a few months’ absence? These very s.me little boys 
and girls are just like other children; ‘heir little faces 
brightened at my appearing and ran joyfully to meet me. 
They were out playing croquet as I came up, and quickly 
dropping their mallets, came out with happy shouts to greet 
me. They took me to their rooms, which were neat and clean 
and adorned with mottoes and pictures, the gift of white 
friends. They have learned to get into their beds, rather 
than to huddle together under them, as they did when they 
first arrived. They take pleasure in keeping their rooms in 
good order, and to-day are a reproof to many girls in our first 
families. These boys are quick and apt in learning trades in 
our industrial school, and harnesses and shoes are made 
which would do credit to a skilled Yankee apprentice. They 
print a newspaper, setting up the type and composing in 
really good style, while their penmanship is better than I find 
in many of my letters from the North. But who can tell the 
amount of labor it has taken to bring about this change ? 

Arrer mature consideration of the case of Cadet Whittaker, 
who was found deficient in studies at the recent examination 
at West Point, the Secretary of War determined not to dis- 
charge Whittaker from the Military Academy, unless he should 
choose not to ask for a court-martial on his case.

The vessel arrived at San Francisco Thursday 
evening, June 24, having broken three cranks of her crank- 
shaft off the month of the Columbia River, on her way to 
Victoria, B. C. A crack of smal! extent had long existed and 
had been several times reported in the after crank of the for- 
ward cylinder. It had been punchmarked and carefully 
watched, but as it did not extend was not considered of great 
importance. At about 5 p. m. on the afternoon of June 18 it 
was found that this crank had cracked entirely through and 
the crank had opened about an eighth of an inch just below 
the crank-pin. It was necessary to use the engines until the 
next day, when, all preparations for repair having been made, 
they were stopped. The engine at the time of the fracture 
was not subjected to any unusual strain, the ship being only 
under one-half steam-power and not being forced—the 
fracture being probably due to faulty forging, not so faulty, 
however, but that these engines have run for many years 
without rupture. The repairs were made by winding the 
shaft with two-inch wirerope. An eye-splice was turned in 
the end of the rope which was secured to the crank by a one- 
inch iron bolt let into its face near the after edge. Ten gut- 
ter pieces or shoes made of half-inch bar iron, turned up at 
each end about an inch,‘were placed on the faces of the 
crank, to prevent the turns from slipping off, the top and 
bottom pieces being securely bolted to the crank. The wire- 
rope was then taken round the crank in three layers of turns, 
each turn being hove taut with a purchase from the deck, 
and securely racked off. The end of the lashing was dipped 
twice under all parts on each side of one of the gutter pieces, 
the end being seized to its own part. This ingenious idea 
was suggested and carried out by Passed Assistant Engineer 
Stivers. Whilst the repairs were going on, an inspection of 
the other cranks developed the fact that both of the cranks 
of the after cylinder were also cracked nearly across and all 
the way through, as they showed on each side. This fact de- 
termined the authorities to turn back to San Francisco, re- 
linquishing the northern cruise. The two after cranks were 
treated in the same manner as the forward one. When the 
work was completed, it was decided that it would be safe to 
use the engines. The last 48 hours of the run was performed 
under steam running slow. The cranks were constantly ex- 
amiued, and the lashings were found to act perfectly well. 
Preparations were made in case the lashings slacked, to set 
up the gutter pieces with iron wedges or with pine wedges, 
which it was proposed to drive and then swell with a streafh 
of water.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Tue Mayflower was put out of commission at Washington, 
June 26. 

Tuer Saturday Beview says that the construction of an iron- 
clad now takes more time than is required in America for 
building a big city. 

By the survey of the Yangtsze, at the mouth of the Whang- 
poo river, by the officers of H. B. M. 8. Magpie, a navigable 
channel is reported to have been found southeast of Grass 
Island, which will connect the present north and south 
channels, and save about 15 miles to vessels running to and 
from the north. 

Dr. H. C. Canext, President of the National Board of 
Health, accompanied by Capt. Wm. H. Murdaugh, President 
of the Board of Quarantine Commissioners, and Capt. B. P. 
Loyall, Secretary of the same body, recently visited the hulk 
of the Savannah, at the Norfolk Navy-yard, which had been 
donated by the Navy Department to be used as a quarantine 
hospital ship. An inspection showed that she is too large for 
the purpose, and it was decided to ask the Government to 
substitute the Shawmut, a smaller vessel, for the Savannah. 

Unper date of Headquarters Marine Corps, Washington, 

June 22, 1880, it is ordered that *‘ from and after the close of 
the present quarter the enlisted men of the Corps, on duty 
on shore, will be paid monthly, instead of quarterly, the pay- 
ment to be made on the first day of the month, or as soon 
thereafter as possible. The paymaster, U. 8. M. C., will 
visit all the stations (except Mare Island, Cal.,) at least once 
in each quarter, and at other periods the commanding officers 
of the respective stations will be required to superintend the 
monthly payments. In future there will be no intermediate 
payments made to men, and in case of detachment witbin the 
month their accounts will be transferred as ‘ paid in full’ to 
date of last monthly settlement. Notice should be given to 
sutlers, laundresses, and others who have been in the habit of 
crediting the men, that their future dealings must be for cash, 
otherwise they must assume the risk of any loss by men being 
transferred from the station before the date of regular pay- 
ment. The paymaster of the Corps will give the necessary 
instructions in relations to pay rolls, rendition of accounts, 
etc.”

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SAVING LIVES IN STEAMBOAT COLLISIONS. 
HE extraordinary number of steamboat accidents 
that have occurred of late has directed public 
attention to the need of safeguards against them, and 
now, if ever, is the time when words of warning or 
instruction on the subject will be heeded. The Warra- 
gansett and Stonington, the Anchoria and Queen, the 
Grand Republic and Adelaide, the Seawanhaka and the 
Long Branch, all represent marine mishaps, occurring 
within little more than a fortnight, some of a terrible 
character, and all but one taking the form of collision. 

The greatest danger to which the mariner is exposed, 
when navigating narrow channels, is fog. This danger 
is greatly increased in Long Island Sound by the un- 
certain tides which prevail, and the great number of 
craft of all descriptions liable to be encountered. All 
vessels whose course takes them habitually through the 
Sound should, therefore, be especially provided with the 
means of saving life; and the regular lines of steamers 
should be better fitted out in this respect than any others 
plying along our coast. One of the reasons that they 
are not seems to be from a totally mistaken idea of the 
nature of the work required. Shipwrecks proper are 
uncommon; and numerous and expensive life boats are 
not as essential as some means of keeping a large num- 
ber of passengers afloat—on a smooth foggy night— 
until they can be picked up by passing steamers. 

It may be laid down as an axiom that unless the pre- 
sent mode of manning and constructing the steamers be 
revolutionized, a panic can never be avoided in case of 
any accident. On board a man-of-war the captain, from 
the quarter deck, can take in the situation at a glance, 
and give orders to an organized crew. On board a 
steamer of the present build, the view from the pilot 
house is intercepted by irregular upperworks, and the 
captain’s commands will, in nine cases out of ten, be 
unheeded by the excited passengers, and undisciplined 
negro waiters, who compose the greater part of the 
ship’s complement. In the tenth case, some 
man of superior magnetic coolness will lead, 
even this unruly crowd, and restore a certain 
amount of order to the chaotic mass; but the 
tenth case can not be relied upon, and we must not 
count upon its problematical existence. Granted, there- 
fore, that there always will be a panic, we must provide 
for the simplest means of safety in such panic. 

The first means which suggests itself is boats. As we 
have stated above, there are usually enough of these ; 
provided they were all ready to lower at a moment’s 
notice, which they never are. They should never be 
swung in over the deck, with the davits turned head in 
board, as is now customary. The boats can be kept 
inside of wharf piers, by having the lower end hinged 
and well in board, the head of the davit being short and 
at right angles to the up and down portion. These 
davits are now used on board our men-of-war, and are 
even more suitable for steamboats, as the upper works 
always set well back from the guards. After the boat is 
up the davit is drawn in board by simply hauling on the 
tackles, while the operation of lowering the boat counts 
it out over the side. A plank with holes in it, lashed to 
the strong-back, would also assist to throw the boat wel 
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clear of the vessel when she struck the water. It could 
then be used for a ladder leading to the boat. The 
falls of these boats should be lowered from the same pin 
or place. A line should always be made fast to the bow 
of the boat, and lead well forward on the steamer, 
Beside the ordinary plug there should be another 
fastened by a lanyard. If no patent lowering apparatus 
be used, have hooks in boat and not on fall blocks. 
Always have a breaker of water and a chest containing 
hard bread, whiskey, lint, and ammonia in each boat. 

The boats, however, will never carry all the passen- 
gers, and rafts will be the more desirable, as they will 
not be so easily swamped. The whole of the hurricane 
deck could be filled with them at trifling expense. As 
an example, take the after forty feet of the vessel. 
Insert in the deck lignum vite, or composition rollers, 
upon which the raft should rest at all times. This raft 
should be made of a square frame work of pine joists, 
securely fastened together; wooden gratings should be 
let into this frame work, and the central portion should 
be raised higher than the rest and boarded over. Women 
and children could take refuge on this amidship part, 
and a medicine chest should always be lashed there. 
Keep in view that the desired object is to prolong life 
until help can come from passing vessels. 

The other parts of the upper decks could be fitted in 
a similar manner, stanchions and nettings running 
around all, as they do now, to prevent the people from 
falling off the floats after they are launched. If a winch 
were attached to each raft, one or two men ought to be 
able to get them into the water. Simple tackles might 
accomplish a like result with equal facility. After the 
boats or rafts are in the water, there is no way provided 
for getting the people into them. If any one will go on 
board a Sound steamer, and, standing on the upper 
deck, look down at the thirty feet which separates him 
from the water below, he will realize that it would re- 
quire the utmost danger of flame, or what not, to impel 
him to leap into the waves beneath; and yet probably 
one-third of the women and children who are killed in 
the disasters which happen to steamboats come to their 
death by the fright and shock caused by that fatal 
jump, and not by unavoidable injuries. All this might 
be obviated in the simplest and cheapest manner. 
Twenty or thirty rope Jacob’s ladders is all that is ne- 
cessary, so that the passengers might lower themselves 
gradually. The ladders would coil neatly and snugly 
on the upper deck; and two should always be sus- 
pended over the stern, their ends termiuating in a single 
rope reaching the water. 

Half the chairs in the cabin might be made of wicker 
work, or other light material, with holes in the back, 
through which a person could thrust his arms, when in 
the water; better life preservers could not be devised, 
and such chairs would he less expensive than the mass- 
ive velvet-covered sofas now used. 

Every pilot house should have an ‘‘ indicator,” show- 
ing the position of the helm and movement of the 
paddie-wheels—whether going ahead, backing, etc. 
This indicator is of the last importance, as the captain 
ean immediately see for himself whether his orders have 
been obeyed. At critical moments collisions often 
happen through a misinterpretation of orders. Some- 
body is sure to lose his head. 

At night several lighted deck lanterns should be hung 
about the cabins, in case the gas be suddenly extin- 
guished. A dim light is even better than a glaring one 
where passengers have to run into the darkness of the 
night. : 

Fifteen minutes before the steamer leaves the wharf, 
the fire bell should be rung, and all the crew—including 
waiters—should go to their stations for ‘‘abandoning 
ship ;” the condition of the lowering apparatus, boats 
and rafts being reported to the captain. Large notices 
in the cabins should notify the passengers that the occu- 
pants of certain state-rooms belonged to certain boats or 
rafts; or the ticket bought might have printed upon it 
the number of the boat. A panic might thus be, toa 
certain extent, avoided or lessened; and if the passen- 
gers failed to find their stations, the company at least 
would not be to blame. 

Lastly, Inspectors of Steamboats should be empow- 
ered to inspect at any time, and to cause the men to 
repair to their stations during the trip. 

Such are a few of the improvements which might 
tend to save life. Many more elaborate suggestions 
could be offered. None of the above are especially ori- 
ginal, but they have the merit of being inexpensive and 
are well worth a trial. Let the late fearful accident on 
the Sound at least give the travelling community the 
means of keeping their heads above water for even half 
an hour, and thousands will thus be saved who, other- 
wise, would have gone to the bottom before a friendly 
hand could be held out to drag them from a watery 


grave, 





REFORMS IN THE MARINE CORPS. 


Lone after Brigadier-General Zeilin, now in the grasp 
of death, has passed away, his administration of the 
affairs of the United States Marine Corps, (from June, 
1864, to Nov., 1876,) will be recalled by an act so con- 
spicuous for its justice and importance that it may be 
designated his crowning glory. This was the establish- 
ment of a sea roster for officers. Having suffered in his 
early official life, and having seen others suffer, by being 
sent to sea without regard to turn or order, and at the 
caprice of some bilious or bigoted superior, he deter- 
mined when he came into authority to apply the mili- 
tary rule of ‘‘ longest off, first for duty” to sea details as 
well as others. He, therefore, prepared a roster, which 
was kept under a writing pad on his desk, and seldom, 
if ever, departed from, unless by arrangement between 
officers, or when interfered with by the Navy Depart- 
ment, which never failed to vex him exceedingly. The 
younger officers not appreciating its great value at first, 
laughingly dubbed it ‘‘ the General’s rooster,” but when 
they found the other Corps of the Navy envying the 
Marine Corps, and all praying to have its principles and 
benefits extended to them, they learned to respect the 
instrument and guard its provisions so jealously that at 
last it obtained the force of law. So much is this the 
case that an officer who may now be sent to sea out of 
his turn can allege prejudice or persecution with little 
fear of contradiction. 

The administration of General Zeilin’s successor, 
already marked by many valuable improvements, some 
months ago included the enlisted men, so far as possible, 
in the operation of the sea roster, and he has just ordained 
another reform which in point of importance may pro- 
periy be classed with it. This is the order of June 22, 
1880, which appears in another column, directing the 
payment of the troops serving on shore to be made 
monthly, instead of quarterly as heretofore. There has 
never been any reason why this should not be done, ex- 
cept that it was not the practice in the Army, and would 
inconvenience the marine paymaster and his clerks. 
Consequently, each quarterly ‘‘ pay-day,” from time 
immemorial, has been a day of terror to commanding 
officers, ushering in a week of ‘good time” all along 
the line. Many soldiers, otherwise faultless, have been 
unable to weather pay-day without committing them- 
selves, and the evil results of pouring three months’ 
wages into penniless pockets would last from a fortnight 
to a month. Then came two months of poverty, and 
those high rates of interest for borrowed money which 
enabled ist Sergeants of Marines on $26 a month to 
drive horses that cost a thousand, to support families, 
build houses, and purchase vessels. The financial first 
sergeant has, however, ceased to exist in the Marine 
Corps, and progress has scored another point. 

We are glad to learn from that little band of officers 
who have battled many years for these reforms that 
they have taken fresh heart and do not intend to halt. 
Examinations are still needed for company officers, and 
higher rewards for the faithful and venerable non-com- 
missioned officers. A classification of privates is de- 
sired, and machine guns for each command. The hot 
and gaudy full-dress, it is claimed, might be subdued, 
and the ‘‘ever-busting tambour” be replaced by the 
more convenient bugle. 





On the 27th of April an encounter took place in the 
harbor of Callao, between a Chilian torpedo boat and a 
Peruvian launch, which resulted in the sinking of both, 
and the loss of two lives on board the Peruvian boat. 
The launches were on picket duty, and sighted each 
other from a considerable distance, and opened fire with 
small arms. The Chilian launch was 85 feet long, built 
by Yarrow, of England, guaranteed to have aspeed of 
22 miles an hour, and carried two spar torpedoes. The 
Peruvian launch was an open wooden boat belonging to 
one of the ships, and was not fitted with torpedoes. 
The two came together, and the Chilian attempted to 
rig out their torpedo spar, but when out about three feet 
and the torpedo just touching the water, the torpedo 
exploded immediately, sinking the Peruvian launch and 
starting serious leaks in the Chilian launch. The 
Chilians managed to keep their launch afloat long 
enough to enable them to reach a hulk from which they 
escaped in a small boat. A second Chilian launch 
hearing the explosion started for the scene of action, and 
was in time to rescue from drowning one lieutenant and 
six men of the Peruvian launch. Two officers are miss- 
ing from the latter. The Chilian launch sank in six 
fathoms of water, and is being raised by the Peruvians. 
The above is considered a reliable account of the action, 
On the 27th and 29th of May, the Chilian war vessels 
Huascar, Angamos, and Pileomayo, opened fire on the 
Peruvian vessels behind the mole, from distances vary- 
ing from 5,700 to 8,000 yards. Their firing was very 


accurate, but caused no serious damage. Two hulks 


were sunk by having shells exploded in them, but being 
in shallow water sank only to their decks. The shore 
batteries returned the fire, but without effect, as the 
range was too great for the Peruvian guns. The Chilians 
fired 121 shots and the Peruvians 134. 





Tue health statistics of the British army show an 
average mortality for 1878, in all ranks and arms, at 
home and abroad, of 6.53 per 1.000, the highest being 
that of the artillery, 7.19 per 1.000, as compared with 
9.88 per 1,000 for the ten preceding years. The infan- 
try and the engineers are 6.81 and 6.16; the cavalry of 
the line 5.15, and the household cavalry 3.22. A coms 
parison of 1878 with the ten preceding years shows an 
increase of sickness, but a marked decrease of deaths 
the immaturity of the young soldiers having its obvious 
effect in recruiting the hospitals. The sickness in the 
Guards exceed that of any other corps; 48,867 recruits 
were inspected, and 13,091, or 29.84 per cent., rejected ; 
26,545 were laborers, husbandmen, etc.; 3,752 shopmen 
and clerks; 744.6 per 1,000 could‘read and write; 108.9 
could read only, and 146.5 per 1,000 could neither read 
or write. Though boys continued in the majority, the 
number is decreasing. In 1877 there were19,200 ranging 
from eighteen to twenty, 10,000 from twenty to twenty. 
two, 7,000 from twenty-two to twenty-four, and 5,400 
from twenty-four and upwards. In 1878 these numbers 
were 18,400, 10,700, 7,500, and 4,800 respectively. 








Carr. C. E. Bripas, of the staff of Gen. Molineux, 
1ith Brigade, N. G. 8. N. Y., is engaged in developing 
a system of signalling at sea by means of the steam 
whistle. Experiments recently tried on a steam tug in 
New York harbor demonstrate, Captain Bridge 
thinks, that any person can readily read the 
signals by day or by night, in fog or in storm, at long 
distances, and that conversation can be carried on 
with great rapidity and precision. Any message, he 
claims, may be communicated by the ordinary use of the 
alphabet ; for example the message: ‘‘ Engine disabled, 
we are sinking,” was transmitted in 53 seconds, and 
took an entirely inexperienced person but one minute to 
spell it out from the Army Code of two elementa, Our 
Navy already have a system of fog signals, which is re- 
garded as the perfection of simplicity, and which would 
be found very valuable if it could be adopted by an in- 
ternational Congress. As it is it could be used on our 
own waters if authorized by act of Congress. It does 
not go further, however, than to indicate the course 
steered. 





A FOREIGN exchange says: ‘Recognising the im- 
portance of 1aaintaining the private gun trade in a state 
of efficiency, the government have decided on issuing a 
considerable order for guns to be made in Birmingham ; 
and also that, when the estimates for next year are pre- 
pared, the claims of the private trade shall receive ful} 
und favorable consideration. This welcome result, we 
may add, is due to the exertions made by the operatives 
engaged in the small arms trade, aided most earnestly 
by the support and influence of the Right Hon. J. 
Chamberlain, M. P., who represented the case of the 
gunmakers at the War Office, and put a deputation of 
the operatives in communication with Mr. Childers, the 
Secretary of State for War.” We commend this sensi- 
ble action to the attention of our own authorities. We 
should be guilty of great folly if we were to allow tle 
private manufactories of arms to be closed for want of 
any support that might properly be given them in filling 
Government orders. One of the largest and best equipped, 
Colt’s factory at Hartford, Conn., has for years been in 
danger of transformation for want of the orders neces- 
sary to keep its machinery in profitable operation. The 
day may come when the decrease in foreign orders wi 
compel our arms manufacturers to look to the Govern- 
ment for encouragement, and certainly the policy is 
anything but a wise one, which would discourage Ameri- 
can enterprise in this department, so important to the 
public defence. 


Governor’s Island has become the Mecca of the 
Democratic politician, and the visitors seem to be 
steadily on the increase. The non-military visitor must 
be struck with the way in which the Army, as repre- 
sented at the Island, ‘‘attends to its own business,” 
notwithstanding the many inducements held out to con- 
verse on matters political. Not an order is forgotten 
nor a detail omitted, and the busy hum of the gathering 
politicians seems to have no more, perhaps a little less, 
effect upon the troops than the music of the band upon 


the parade ground. 














Arrer devoting several years to the investigation of 
the subject, an English ‘‘ Boiler Committee” have 
ascertained that the very rapid deterioration of ships’ 
boilers in the British navy may be prevented by the 
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simple expedient of keeping them full of water, instead 
of, as hitherto, carefully emptied. It has long been 
argued, by analogy from the boilers of merchant steam- 
ers, that it is not use, but disuse, that has tended to 
injure the boilers of the Navy. 








Repvorts from the recruiting bureau of the War De- 
partment indicate that within the last eighteen months 
a steady weeding out of bad characters from the rank 
and file of the Army has been going on, and that the 
Secretary of War has discharged in the neighborhood of 
one thousand of these impedimenta. It is estimated that 
during the next fiscal year about 7,500 recruits will be 
required to keep the Army up to the standard and to 
meet the casualties of the Service. Much more pains 
than formerly are now taken in the acceptance of recruits, 
the evidences of which are apparent in the better class 
of men now to be found in the Army.

THE BATTLE OF MOBILE BAY. 


LETTER FROM COMMODORE WELLS. 
Wasuineaton, June 28. 
Tu the Ed'tor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Sir: In the Journat of the 20th instant appears an 
assertion derogatory to my conduct during the battle 
of Mobile Bay, made by Rear-Admiral Mullany. As 
you in common with many officers of the service are 
aware, my name has appeared lately several times in 
public print in connection with a controversy between 
certain officers; and although I have felt mortified at 
the unjust imputations cast upon me, I have considered 
that it was not only beneath my dignity to enter into a 
dispute, but that the publications themselves carried 
with them the evidence of the injustice of the attacks. 
Even this reference made in the letter of Admiral 
Mullany might pass unheeded, were it not that it is 
entirely gratuitous, and is neither the first nor yet the 
second time that this officer has made the same insinu- 
ation of cowardice against me. 

Cowardice is a strong term, and were it possible to 
give a more charitable construction to the insinuation I 
would gladly accept it. Thisis unfortunately impossible. 
Under my hand lies a letter, marked confidential, and 
written by Admiral Mullany to a young officer who was 
serving aboard my vessel during that fight. In this 
letter the accusation is directly made that I sought 
shelter from danger to which rd should have exposed 
myself. Once and for all I pronounce these accusations 
expressed and implied unqualifiedly false. Tedious and 
distasteful as it must be to you, sir, to have to deal with 
these criminations, I deem it necessary in the defence 
of my own good name and honor to ask space in 
your columns for a statement of the position and con- 
duct of Admiral Mullany and myself. 

In 1870 I received an official letter from Admiral 
Farragut commendatory of my services during the 
Mobile fight, and in which the Admiral gave to me 
and to my ship the credit of pulling the Oneida 
through the battle after she was disabled. This letter 
was given to ine in consequence of the Admiral’s in- 
advertence in omitting my name from the list of those 
honorably mentioned in his report of the battle. Not- 
withstanding the complimentary mention of Commander 
Mullany made by Admiral Farragut in his detailed re- 

rt, and the high compliment paid to his gallantry by 
1is executive officer in his official report; notwith- 
standing the plain and laudatory testimony that 
I offered to his gallantry in my own official report 
of the action, and which | have never by word or deed, 
in public or in private, modified in the slightest degree, 
Admiral Mullany took exception to this letter of Ad- 
miral Farragut’s to me on the ground that it gave me 
credit at his expense, although the letter refers strictly 
to the service rendered by my vessel to the Oneida after 
the latter was disabled. To such a degree did Admiral 
Mullany feel aggrieved that he wrote a letter to Admiral 
Farragut with regard to it. The Admiral received his 
letter, but took no action on it, and died shortly after- 
ward. I have no fault to find with Admiral Mullany 
for taking this step. There was a difference of opinion 
between us as to the time at which his ship was disabled 
and when he was wounded. I considered my opinion 
of the details of the action well founded, and although 
ihey differed from his own, it was a difference in no way 
dlerogatory to his gallantry or skill, a difference that 
would be entertained with all respect. But to Admiral 
Mullany this d fference became a plague spot, spreading 
over and tainting the memories of that glorious day 
until thoughts of me were changed from friendship to 
dislike, and from dislike to hatred ; burning and corrupt- 
ing his own good judgment and discretion until it cul- 
minated in the belief and finally in an accusation against 
me of cowardice. 

From the Admiral’s own statement I must believe that 
years ago he heard from the lips of one of my own 
officers insinuations against my conduct during the bat- 
tle. It would have seemed to me natural to the gal- 
lantry of the man, to which I had so clearly testified in 
an official report, to have brought immediately to my 
notice such an imputation that i night have then and 


there proven its falsity. The Admiral chose to pursue 
the inquiry himself and to establish the truth of the 





assertion. This insinuation was made in 1869. For 
eleven years it has hung over my head without the 
slightest whisper having been brought to my me ag 
Ihave a letter written by Admiral Mullany in 1872, 
asking for corroboration of the story, and as in a recent 
publication bis name ap under a date of less than a 
_ ago, Iam forced to the belief that for eleven years 

e has sought to establish the proof of a story that, if 
true, condemns me to the loss of my honor and to the 
contempt of my brother officers. 

If there be a single proof secured by Admiral Mullany 
during his search of eleven P pee to find one, I demand 
that it be made as clear and public as the accusation. 
He has addressed letters of inquiry on this subject to 
officers of ny own ship who were with me in that action 
and to officers of his ship, and he has received answers. 
If amongst these answers there is a single one con- 
demnatory of my conduct during the battle of Mobile 
Bay, 1 call upon bim not only in my own interest but in 
compliance with the imperative demands of the honor 
of the Navy, to make public that answer. 

I was ordered by our heroic Admiral to take a part in 
that glorious battle; I took a part and by God’s help I 
did my humble duty. I fear neither the inquisition of 
eleven years nor of eleven centuries, but I demand that 
he who accuses me shall make his proofs as public as 
his accusations. Respectfully,

letter published last week, that he was “aboard” at the time 
Admiral Farragut’s letter, here referred to, appeared. He 
was abroad on the European station at the time. 
We are also asked to publish the extract which follows 
from an official letter of Rear-Admiral Mullany addressed 
to Admiral D. G. Farragut, commanding West Gulf 
Squadron :

While I correctly desire to place on file an accurate record 
of the part taken by the Oneida in the brilliant action of the 
5th of August, 1864, it is very far from my desire to fail in 
according to my consort the Galena, her gallant commander, 
Lieut.-Commander Wells, her officers and crew, the meed of 

so justly due them for aiding the Oneida, after the- 
explosion of her starboard boiler, in — beyond the rango 
of the enemy’s fire more rapidly perhaps than she could have 
done at the time if obliged to rely upon her own steam 
power alone, 

And the following :

Commodore C. H. Wells, U. 8. N.: 

Dear Sir: I submit the following statement as = recol- 
lection of matters occurring on board the United States 
steamers Oneida and (Galena, during the battle of Mobile 
Bay, Aug. 5, 1864. 

At the commencement of the action I was stationed on the 
poop of the Galena, to receive from the Oneida, and trans- 
mit to Galena’s wheel, the directions for steering, the pilot 
being on board the Oneida. I remained on that duty until 
Commander Mullany—from whom I was receiving the orders 
—was wounded. 

The steering gear of the Oneida was disabled by the ex- 
plosion of ashell, and the pilot came on board of the Galena, 
acting under en orders, during the remainder of the 
engagement. icularly remember you ordering Lieut. 
Hunungton—senior officer on duty on board the Oneida—to 
set the spanker of that vessel to assist in steering. 

At this time the dense smoke obscured the shore, but 
judging from the lines made by the different shot which 
struck the vesse!l—their tracks being athwart ship—we must 
have been abreast of the fort. e Oneida and Galena 
being in the rear of the line of battle, now received the entire 
attention of the fort and water battery. The explosion of a 
shell in one of the boilers of the Oneida rendered her well 
nigh helpless. The progress of the vessela—the Galena now 
having to furnish nearly all the motive power for both 
vessels—was necessarily slow, but without the assistance of 
the Galena the Oneida would certainly have been sunk. 

After getting partly out of the range of Morgan's guns, 
the Tennessee became excessively annoying, and was our 
greatest danger. Fcr awhile I was not at all certain that 
both vessels would not be sunk by her. They had an ex- 
cellent range—her last shot grazing the poop of the 
Galena, and passed through the smoke stack, and was 
rapidly overhauling us. he timely interposition of a 
monitor diverted their attention from us, and gave you an 
opportunity to secure the safety of the Oneida. 

our note of the 14th inst. was the first intimation I ever 
had, that any one has for a moment doubted or disputed the 
fact, that the saving of the Oneida was entirely due to your 
determination to save her or sink with her. 

Most of the officers then attached to the (alena are still 
living, and their statements cannot fail to show that, after 
the wounding of Commander Mullany, you commanded, 
and successfully brought both vessels through the engage- 
ment. Very respectfully, etc., F. Turtxe, 
Formerly Acting Master's Mate on board the U. 8.

© feel that Admiral Farragut, and all others under whom I 
served, considered my loyalty above reproach, as all their 
letters and official reports so testify ; therefore, ‘hat stab of 
my brother (?) officers was more infamous than the Spaniard’s 
stilleto from under his cloak. And, in conclusion, I would 
ask when Commodore Ear! English tried to belittle the attack 


on the Royal Yacht, and asserted to the Honorable Chairman 
of Naval Committee that there were mostly negroes On 


board, and which was publicly proclaimed before the Senate, 
should he not have felt in honor bound to retract the charge 
when he found it false, and openly acquit me of it before 
that honorable ney ? 

I will say in conclusion, it has been repeatedly stated that 
six out of the sixteen over whom it was proposed to have 
advanced me, were also recommended by the Board of 
Admirals for advancement. Upon what showing was it 
possible for the Board to have made these recommendations ? 
An officer under the provisions of the law had to show that 
he had “ exhibiled eminent and conspicuous conduct in battle 
or extraordinary heroism.” I distinctly stated to the Honor- 
able Secretary of the Navy if there was a single officer of 
those over whom he proposed to advance me, who could 
ofticially produce from the files of the Navy Department, a 
record such as the law demanded, not to advance me over 
that officer ; or should I be confirmed as a commodore and 
any one of the sixteen should show a record in his opinion 
meeting the requirements of the law, I hoped he would 
= that officer over my head. I asked for exact justice 
I challenge any one of the sixteen to point out wherein 
his record shows he has in any wise come up to the require- 
ments of the law. which is clear, concise, and emphatic. 


THE WARREN COURT OF INQUIRY. 


THE court reconvened Monday, June 28. Recorder Lang- 
don — that a letter had just been received from Gen. 
Epps Hunton saying that he had over-estimated the force 
under his command at Five Forks in his testimony given on a 
former occasion. He did not think there were more than 
5,000 men in the three brigades alluded to. Colonel Lang- 
don also reported that several telegrams and letters had been 
sent to General Ransom notifying him of his subpeena, but 
no reply had been received. 

Col. and Brevet Brig. Gen. E. W. W. Whittaker, 1st Con- 
necticut Cavairy, acting assistant Inspector General on the 
staff of Gen. Custer, was the first witness. The regiment 
under the command of Col. Whittaker participated in the 
movements of Custer’s division at and before the battle of 
Five Forks, and was present on the Union left while the en- 
gagement was in progress. Col. Whittaker deposed as to the 
position occupied by Custer’s division on the southern edge of 
the opening designated on the Colton grapLic map as the 
Gillian field, but did not know what took place during the 
battle, except in his immediate vicinity. He r«c llected three 
separate charges upon the Confederate works by Custer's di- 
vision. The first and second charges were repulsed, but the 
third carried them ovex the enemy's works. He could not be 
exact as to time, but his impression was that the first charge 
by Custer’s division on the rebel right was made about three 
o'clock in the afternoon, and possibly the last one a little 
after four o’clock p. mM. He recollected distinctly that the run 
was still high in the west when they passed the western mar- 
gin of the Gillian field in pursuit of the rebels. Col. Whit- 
taker also testified as to the losses of his regiment during the 
engagement, which he stated as 17 per centum of the whole 
force under his command. 

On the crossexamination, Maj. Gardner drew from the 
witness the testimony that several rebel guns were captured 
by his regiment when they went over the works, and then 
offered in evidence a letter from Gen. Custer to the officers 
of the lst Connecticut Cavalry on the occasion of their an- 
nual reunion in 1867. In this letter Custer complimented the 
regiment on its record at Five Forks, in having captured the 
rebel guns commanding the Gillian field, and as having been 
the first to force the rebel works in their front. After some 
discussion the court excluded the letter, on the ground that 
it was not official, although signed by Gen. Custer. 

Mr. Stickney, with a view to destroying the force of the 
letter, inquired if Custer was in that part of the field (his ex- 
treme right) when the charges described by the witness were 
made. Col. Whittaker replied that he did not see Custer af- 
ter the engagement commenced ; but the smoke was so thick 
that the general might have been within a few yards of them 
without being perce.ved. 

Mr. Sticknev—Then Gen. Custer’s compliment that your 
regiment was the first to break through the rebel lines, was 
based upon hearsay, was it not? A. Gen. Custer’s position 
during the day was mostly upon my left. His brother wasin 
our part of the field, but whether he was or not I cannot say. 
I presume he spoke either from his own observation or upon 
good authority. 

Gen. Nelson A. Miles, who commanded the first division of 
the 2d Corps, under Gen. Humphreys, and whose division 
assisted to check the advance of Gen. Pickett on Gravelly 
Run, after Ayres’s and Grifiin’s divisions of the 5th Corps 
were driven back from the White Oak road, on the day be- 
fore the battle of Five Forks, was the next witness. He re- 
membered that himself and Gen. Humphreys were listening 
to the noise of a battle apparently going on upon their left, 
and su ing that the 5th Corps was engaged and being 
driven back on account of the advance of the firing, he told 
Gen. Humphreys that he thought he could check the rebel ad- 
vance by assaulting them in the flank. Gen. Humphreys and 
himself talked over the matter, and he believed that General 
Meade was consulted, but was not certain about that ; he only 
knew that the order was issued to advance. Witness pointed 
out upon the map the point occupied by the rebel left when 
his four brigades broke from the wouds and advanced to the 
attack. The point indicated was a little to the south-west of 
the junction of the White Oak and Claiborne roads. Antici- 
pating a possible attack from that point, Gen. Miles ordered 
his right to swing round so as to face the main works of the 
enemy and to repulse any attack from that direction. This 
order was not executed, but, happily, the failure did noharm, 
as the enemy did not take advantage of the situation. The 
rebels retired after a pretty sharp struggle, and while the 
command of Gen. Miles was advancing upon them the three 
divisions of the 5th Corps, having been re-formed after the 
repulse, reopened the conflict upon the front. There was 
some pretty sharp fighting in the woods upon the right of the 
5th Corps, but the rebels gradually retired, and were finally 
driven behind their works in disorder. Gen. Miles then took 
& position so as to connect with the right flank of the 5th 
Corps, and lay in front of the rebel works until Gen. Warren 
was ordered to report to Gen. Sheridan at Dinwiddie. He 
(Gen. Miles) received the order to be in readiness to move 
very early in the morning, and, leaving a picket line in front 
of the enemy to prevent them from coming in upon his rear, 
advanced his division to the assistance of Gen. Sheridan, and 
reported to him. Gen. Sheridan ordered him to co-operate 
with his own advance by moving forward as if to attack the 
enemy im force at the junction of the White Oak and Clai- 
borne roads. When he arrived at this point the rebels had 
already retired. Gen. Miles followed them as far as Suther- 
land’s Station, where his division had a pretty sharp fight 
with them, 
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On his cross-examination, Gen. Miles gave further particu- 
lars of the so-called battle of White Oak Ridge. He did not 
care to say that ‘the 5th Corps fell back very rapidly. His 
impression that Gen. Warren was retiring before the enemy 
was based upon the continuous advance southward of the 
heavy firing and of the smoke of battle rolling up over the 
woods. 

By Maj. Gardner—It was your movement on the rebel flank 
that checked the rebel adyance and forced the enemy to re- 
tire, was it not ? 

Mr. Stickncy—The question is out of order, but Gen. War- 
ren has no objection whatever to Gen. Miles’s answering that 
question fully and explicitly. 

Mas, Gardner—The question is perfectly in order. General 
Miles was there, and I want his opinion as to whether the 
rebel retreat was due to his flank attack or to the advance of 
the 5th Corps in his front, 

General Hancock said the witness could answer, and, the 
question having been read by the stenographer, Gen. Miles 
said that, in his opinion, it was the flank attack that rendered 
the rebel position untenable. In answer to further questions, 
Gen. Miles said that he and Gen. Humphreys were fully aware 
of the movement of the 5th Corps, and inferred, when the 
firing commenced, that Gen. Warren’s was the command en- 
gaged. As the firing and smoke receded southward, they 
concluded that Warren's corps was being driven back, and 
that the rebels were advancing. 

Brig.-Gen. 8. MeGowan, of South Carolina, commanded a 
brigade in the Confederate service at the battle of Five Forks 
and during the movements that preceded that engageraent. 
Gen. McGowan first gave an account of the general movement 
to protect the White Oak road in which the series of Con- 
federate disasters that ended in Lee’s surrender commenced. 
He did not recollect the available force of his brigade, but he 
did not think it exceeded 1,000 effective men. Gen. Robert 
E. Lee ordered the witness, on the day before the battle of 
Five Forks, to take his own and Gen. Gracie's brigade, and 
try to find the position of Gen. Warren's right flank. He was 
told that there was a little hill on the Boynton Plank road 
from which he could make out Warren’s position. Witness, 
accompanied by Gen. Bush rod Johuson, rode forward and 
gained the top of the hill for the purpose of ascertaining the 
position of Gen. Warren's force. His orders were to roll up 
the Federal left and uucover the White Oak road, possession 
of which was necessary to Gen. Lee's plans. Lis troops were 
consequently formed perpendicular (not parallel) to the 
Federal lines. While he and Bushrod Johnson were trying 
to make out the position of the Federal left, the battle com- 
menced—just how he did not know—and he ordered bis men 
to charge and drive back the enemy. ‘The charge was suc- 
cessful, and the Federals w cre routed. They rallied, but were 
again thrown into disorder by a determined charge from the 
four brigades which participated in the engagement—his 
own, Gen. Hunton’s, Gen. Gra cie’s, and, he believed, Gen. 
Wise’s. They forced the Federals back as far as their pits on 
Gravelly Run, and took possession of a new line of defence, 
which they commenced to intrench. His impression was that 
they were engaged about two hours in this way before the 
Federals advanced again. He recollected that Gen. Robert 
E. Lee and himself were talking together when word was 
brought to him that their lines had been broken by the ad- 
vance of Gen. Miles upou their right ; simultaneously with 
this, the 5th Corps came on to the attack again, and they re- 
tired slowly before it, making frequent stands, until almost 
sundown, they withdrew behind tneir works, and the conflict 
terminated. Gen. McGowan was not present at Five Forks. 

Questioned by Mr. Stickney, Gen. McGowan said that the 
5th Corps made several gallant stands while they were being 
pressed back, but the weight and impetuosity of his advance 
was such that these stands, although very gallant, proved 
abortive, and the Federals were finally driven behind Gravelly 
Run. 

Questioned by Maj. Gardner, Gen. McGowan said he was 
under the impression that the White Oak road was com- 
manded by the Union forces that night. 

As the hour for adjournment had now arrived, Gen. Han- 
cock said he had a communication to make before going 
further. For reasons altogether personal to himself, which 
the counsel would readily infer, he had already sent a com- 
munication to the War Department asking to be relieved from 
duty as President cf the Warren Court of Inquiry. His com- 
munication was transmitted June 26. and since then there had 
been no meeting of the court. Although it was perhaps not 
important to counsel to be informed of this action on his part, 
he had, nevertheless, on mature consideration, deemed it best 
to state the fact of his request to be relieved, and hear any 
objections or suggestions they might wish to offer. In con- 
sideration of the lateness of the hour, the court was then 
adjourned. 

On Tuesday, June 29, the hearing was resumed. Capt. 
Alexander C, M. Pennington, of the 2d Artillery, commanded 
a brigade in Custer’s cavalry division at Five Forks, as briga- 
dier-general of volunteers. Gen. Pennington was on the 
right of Custer’s division, a position in front of the rebel 
centre at the Forks. Four pieces of Pegram’s artillery were 
at this point. Gen. Pennington testified to three charges 
made by his brigade during the fight. His impression was 
that the first took place about noon afid the second a little 
later. When the Fifth Corps was in position, the orders 
were to wait until they heard heavy firiug en the left, which 
would indicate that Gen, Ayres was engaged, and’ then move 
on to the assault. His impression was that his troops went 
over the rebel works within a few minutes after the firing 
commenced on the left—not far from 5 o'clock in the after- 
noon. They captured the rebel artillery, and his Adjutant 
had written that they took about 3,000 prisoners, although he 
himself did not think that the number was so large. A few 
minutes after they went over the rebel defences he saw the 
infantry advancing upon his right (from the east) with Gen. 
Sheridan at their Eeadl The General had his hat off and was 
waving it in his hand, and the troops were shouting and hur- 
rahing behind him. Witness did not at any time see Craw- 
ford or his division. 

The next witness was Mr. C. G. Gillian, who was a lad of 
16 when the battle of Five Forks was fought. Gen. W. H. F. 
Lee impressed him into service as his guide. The cavalry 
was got in motion about sunrise, and retreated to Five Forks, 
followed by the Federals. It was about 10 o'clock a. m. when 
they arrived at the Gillian [his mother's] house. Witness 
dismounted, went in and got something to eat: at the back 
of the house the men were engaged in throwing up some 
works of timber and fence-rails—nothing more than a strong 
barricade ; but the main line of works was constructed of 
earth, and was, to the best of his recollection, about breast- 
high. There was a strong barricade of rails and timber at 
the junction of the roads, in front of his mother’s house, 
which was within the Confederate lines. He was never east 
of Five Forks while the battle was in progress, but he be- 
lieved that the Confederate works as represented on the Col- 
ton map were nearly correct. He could not say as to the 
works along the Sidnor field, for he was not there at the 
time; but in other particulars the map. was substantially a 
true one. There were rifle-pits all along on the Confederate 
left, but there was at that time no cleared land behind the 
Gravelly Run Church, such as appeared on the map. Since 


that date the Sidnor field had grown up with stunted pines, ! 


There was a cleared spot at the south of the Confederate 
works which was not grown up with pines, but the general 
shape of the Sidnor field as presented on the Colton map was 
what it was at the date of the engagement. 

The rayine in the Sidnor clearing was, he said, full of 
bamboo briers and dense underbrush. He had never 
attempted to cross it except by certain pathways, while fox- 
hunting, and it was not accessible for dismounted men. The 
ravine was about 40 feet in widtb, with a marshy, impassable 
bottom. It was in the same condition until 1t emptied into 
the run, at which point there was a broad impassable marsh. 
The ground was covered with stunted a and dogwood, so 
thick as to be impassable by troops. hat was marked on 
the map as the G. Boisseau field was then known as the 
Cozzens field. It would have been impossible at the Forks to 
see men in motion in the G. Boisseau field ; there was a 
heavy strip of woods between, which cut off the view. Men 
might have been seen in the edge of the woods, but not in 
the field or many feet beyond the mere margin. 

At a point a little south and east of the Gillian house, where 
two roads joined, the rebels had a barricade of fence-rails, 
There were several charges made by the cavalry during the 
day, but the barricade was not carried. Witness remembered 
these facts very particularly, because he was standing with 
Gen. W. H. F. Lee when the latter sent him with a despatch 
to Gen. Pickett, who was at Five Forks. The Confederate 
artillery was still pointed to the south when he joined Gen. 
Pickett and handed him the despatch. Gen. Pickett read 
the despatch, but did not write any reply, and finally turned 
to witness and told him to get back to Gen. Lee very quietly 
and tell him what was going on. The artillery had now 
ceased firing, the horses were killed or untackled, and the 
men were smashing in the spokes of the wheels. Witness 
went back to Gen. Lee, whom he found at the point where 
he had left him half an hour before. The skirmish line was 
not yet broken, and there was no assault raging inGen. Lee’s 
front. Gen. Lee asked the witness if he had given the 
despatch to Gen. Pickett. He replied that he had done so. 
Gen. Lee asked him if he was sure about that. Witness 
replied that he knew Gen. Pickett personally, and was certain 
that the General read the despatch. Gen. Lee did not say 
anything more, 

At this time, which was possibly an hour before sunset, the 
Confederate lines were still intact in front. There was heavy 
firing to the rear and left, as witness passed down the lines 
to join Gen. Lee, butin front they were still unbroken. Gen. 
Lee’s ambulances were stationed at a point a little north of 
the house, and witness saw his sister come out with a carpet 
bag in her hand. His mother accompanied her to the ambu- 
lance, then returned to the house, and pretty soon the ambu- 
lance was driven away. Mrs. Gillian and her daughter were 
in the house all day while the battle was raging about them 

Under cross-examination by Major Gardner, the witness 

said that when he arrived at the point where Gen. Pickett 
was stationed, the General was sitting upon his horse near 
the road styled the Ford road on the Colton map; the men 
were still firing upon the enemy, but the artillery ceased as 
he rode up. The horses had been killed, and were lying 
about the guns. He could not say which way the shots 
came from that killed the horses—whether from the south 
or the north. Witness looked down the road in the direction 
the guns had been firing, but he did not see any cavalry. It 
was wooded heavily up to within a few yards of the works, 
and he could not have seen the Federals if they had been 
there. The firing was very close. Witness might have seen 
20 feet into the edge of the wood, but scarcely further than 
that, except directly down the road, but he saw no Federals 
advancing toward the Forks. 
§ Q. You have heard the evidence of Col. Pennington about 
the charge of the cavalry up the road, and their taking 
possession of the guus at Five Forks. Did you see any- 
thing of this movement? A. No; it must have taken place 
after I left, if at all. Our troups were still firing when I 
left Gen. Pickett. 

Q. And you did not inform Gen. Pickett that the Federal 
troops were so near him? A. No; he must have been as 
well aware of it as I was, fur he was standing 1n such a posi- 
tion that he must have seen them. 

By Mr. Stickney—Did you see a line of Confederate 
troops formed perpendicular to the line of the works on the 
north of the Gillian field after your return? A. Yes, it was 
very late in the afternoon, and stragglers had been coming in 
oS long time, The sun was not more than half an hour 
righ. 

Q. And had not the cavalry carried your lines in front at 
that time? A. No, sir, I had not yet seen anything of the 
cavalry. 

The following despatch was received by Major Gardner 
from Gen. Sheridan : 

CuicaGco, June 29, 1880. 
To Major Asa Bird Gardner, Governor's Island, N. Y.: 


I have already notified the Secretary of War that, under 
the circumstances, I make no objection to the request of 
Gen. Hancock to be relieved from the court of inquiry. 

P, H. Suerrpan, Lieutenant-General. 

A despatch was also received from the War Department 
addressed to Gen. Hancock saying, in effect, that at his 
request he was relieved from further connection with the 
Warren Court of Inquiry. 

On Wednesday, June 30, when the court reassembled, Gen, 

Hancock was not in his place. After Gens. Augur and New- 

ton had answered to their names, Col. Langdon presented 

the following correspondence :

Sheridan. The court as thus constituted would remain fully 
competent to proceed with the business before it without my 
presence. I am the less reluctant to ask to be relieved from 
this service because I feel confident that the ascertainment of 
facts by the remaining members of the court will be fall and 
satisfactory, and that in reaching their conclusions the mem- 
bers would be equally harmonious whether I remain upon the 
court or should be relieved from it. Neither the public ser- 
vice nor the officers specially interested will, I think, be 
affected by my withdrawal.

The following memorandum was then written by Genera 
Augur, the president of the court, and handed to the re- 
corder, with the request that it be entered upon the record : 

‘The court desires to put on record an expression of its re- 
gret at the retirement from the court of its late president, 
Major-Gen. Hancock, and to express its sense of the advan- 
tages it has hitherto experienced from his long experience and 
counsels.” 

The evidence was resumed by calling Gen. G. R. Maxwell, 
of Salt Lake City, who commanded a brigade in Gen. Devin’s 
division of cavalry (Gen. Stagg’s old brigade), at Five F orks. 
Gen. Maxwell first described the operations of his brigace on 
the previous day, when he was driven back upon the Boydton 
plank-road, where he bivouacked for the night. They were 
very tired, but next morning got under arms early, to join 
Sheridan at Dinwiddie. The enemy were just retiring fron: 
Sheridan’s front. He beheved that the force he saw retreat- 
ing was an infantry force. Gen. Maxwell effected a junction 
with Sheridan without opposition, and, in accordance with 
orders, hung upon the enemy's rear. In the Gillian field they 
had a pretty sharp fight, and gobbled up a portion of the 
enemy’s skirmish-line ; then they moved easterly toward the 
Five Forks. The position of Gen. Maxwell was on the ex- 
treme right of the cavalry, facing the works, at a bend about: 
half-way between Five Forks and the retura which was ase 
saulted by Gen. Ayres. The orders from Gen. Sheridan were 
to wait until the Fifth Corps was hotly engaged on the Con- 
federate left, and then to advance rapidly to the charge. As 
soon as Maxwell heard Ayres’ firing upon his right he gave 
the word to advance, and at the head of about 75 men, went 
over the rebel works, and fell on the other side with a musket- 
ball in his leg. His men were captured by the forces of Con-~ 
ae Gen. Wood. Gen. Maxwell was carried from the 
tiel 


The next witness was Capt. T. A. Schermerhorn, who served 
as aide-de-camp to Gen. Griflin, Griffin’s division, he said 
was formed at the right and rear of the Fifth Corps. The 
orders were to commence swinging to the left after crossing 
White Oak road. They advanced pretty rapidly, with some 
opposition from the enemy, for about half a mile after cross- 
ing the White Oak road, when Griffin heard heavy firing on 
his left and rear, and divined that he had gone too far to the 
right to support Ayres. He accordingly ordered his men to 
wheel to the south, and proceed in the direction of the firing. 
The division struck the works in the rear near the point where 
Gen, Maxwell's cavalrymen had just been captured, went over 
them to the south, wheeled and pushed rapidly in a westerly 
direction toward the Five Forks. A part of the division was - 
on the south side of the works, and a part on the north. The 
artillery played upon the left of Griftin’s —~ - as they ad- 
vanced. For a moment the havoc was severe, but they went 
over the works again at Five Forks, capturing the artillery 
and many prisoners, Capt. Schermerborn saw cavalry office: s 
immediately after they stormed the rebel ition, but 
whether they were first there he could not say. ter occupy- 
ing this point, the division puxhed along the line of the rebel 
works in a westerly direction, but met with no further serious 
opposition. 

en. Augur, in the course of the day said: ‘‘ Before an- 
other witness is called the Court would like to draw attention 
to the fact that this inquiry is drifting away from the inten- 
tion of the order. The order is specific as to the object of the 
inquiry. If there is anything in the operations of the cavalry 
that has any bearing upon the corps of Gen. Warren, then of 
course the Court will be glad to hear it.”

BOMBARDMENT OF CALLAO, PERU. 


U.S. 8. AnasKa, ) 
Orr Catiao, Perv, May 10, 1880.) 

Tne day opened gloomy and overcast. A mist and 
haze prevented the land being seen at a distance of three 
miles. Towards noon the mist cleared, and at 1p. ». 
it was clear, though clouds covered the sun; these gradu- 
ally disappeared and by five the heavens were blue. 

The Chilian ships Zwascar, Pileomayo, Amazones, and 
Angamos, under the command of Rear-Admiral Rivero: , 
were blockading this port. The Blanco Hncalada, the 
flagship, remained at anchor. The armament of the 
Chilian ships is as follows: The Huascar, an iron ram, 
4} in. on side tapering to 24 inches at bow and stern; 
revolving turret 54 in. thick; two 300-pdr. Armstrongs 
in turret, and two 40-pdr. Armstrongs on quarter deck. 
The Pilcomayo, a small wooden ship, about 700 tons, has 
four Armstrong guns; probably two 70-pdr. and two 40- 
pdr. The Amazones, an iron transport of great speed, 
has two grns, one forward and one aft, Armstrong 7- 
pdrs., enlarged chambers. The Angamos, an iron trans- 
port, has one gun, a 180-pdr., breech-loader, witi 
enlarged chamber. The Blanco Encalada, an iron ram 
with citadel of 8 in. iron, the remainder of ship being 
6-in. tapering towards bow and stern, carries six 300- 
pdr. Armstrongs in citadel, three each side, one 20-pdr., 
one 9-pdr., and one 7-pdr. All the ships have Norden- 
feldt guns. 

BOMBARDMENT OF MAY 10, 1880, 

On Monday, May 10, at 1.25 vp. m., the Chilian fleet, 
consisting of the Hwascar, Pilcomayo, Amazones, Anga- 
mos, and Blanco Hncalada \eft their anchorage under 
the lee of the Island of San Lorenzo, and steamed out 
across the harbor, the Hwascar leading. 

At 1.82 p. m., the Jwascar being off our starboard 
beam about two miles, and distant from the shore 5,000 
yards, commenced the action, firing towards the mole. 
At this time the Pélcomayo was near San Lorenzo Island 





with the Amazones between her and the land; the flag. 
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ship Blanco Encalada was close in to the Island a head 
of the Amazones, and the Angamos was off the extreme 
end of San Lorenzo close in shore. 

The first seven shots of the en ment were fired by 
the Huascar alone, between 32 and 1.37; or seven 
shots in five minutes. Her two turret guns (300 pdr. 
Woolwich) were fired in quick succession. Her smaller 

ins were used between the fires of the turret guns. 

he small guns are probably 70 pdr. Armstrongs. 

At 1.34 the battery of La Punta, consisting of two 
20-inch smooth bore guns, replied to the Hwascar’s first 
shots, falling very short. 

At 1.37 the Pilcomayo entered into action, directing 
her shots at La Punta battery. At 1.40 the Pilomayo 
fired second shot, and at same time the Rimac battery, 
near the river of the same name, opened on her, firing 
from a rifle gun, probably a Blakely; shot fell short. 

Between 1.40 and 1.47 the Huwascar fired ten shots, 
using turret guns and smaller guns. She had changed 
her position somewhat, coming nearer to us and forging 
slightly ahead. 

At 1.44 the Amazones entered the action firing her 
bow gun, a small muzzle-loading rifle; shot fell short. 
There were at this time the Huascar, Pileomayo, and 
Amazones in action; the latter ship firing from her 
single gun and at intervals of five or six minutes. The 
shore batteries and the Peruvian ships were all firing; 
most of the shots were directed at the Huascar, the 
nearest of the ships. The Peruvian shots generally fell 
short ; a few went over and half a dozen came tolerably 
close to the JTuascar. 

At 1.49 the a. Blanco Encalada \eft her place 
under the land and started ahead towards the Boqueron. 
At 1.52 the Angamos, near the point, joined the assail- 
ing squadron, firing her long range amidships gun, 
which did not reach the town. The Angamos was dis- 
tant 9,000 yards from nearest battery. 

At 1.58 the Blanco Encalada stopped, remaining per- 
fectly stationary in Boqueron, opposite the Whale-back. 
From this place she fired at the La Punta battery; no 
apparent damage. From 1.59 to 2.05 the Huascar fired 
11 shots, or one shot in every 33 seconds (nearly); the 
turret guns and small guns were used in doing this. At 
this time the Peruvian corvette Union, from behind the 
mole, threw a shot close to the Huascar, From 2.00 to 
2.30 all Chilian ships actively engaged ; Hwascar firing 
most and best; Péilcomayo also doing excellent firing. 
Blanco Encalada moving a little further up Boqueron, 
a shot from 20-inch gun in La Punta battery came very 
close to her. The Blanco Encalada fired occasionally, 
with no result ; most of shots fell short; one fell very 
close. At 2.30 the Blanco Encalada turned and steamed 
back rapidly to original ition under the lee of San 
Lorenzo, where she remained during the rest of the 
engagement, inactive. 

At 2.41 the Huascar steamed up closer to our ship, and 
remained some time stationary, firing at long intervals. 
The forts having then obtained her distance and bearing 
she commenced backing in rapidly towards the mole till 
3.00, when distant 4,000 yards, fired two rounds from a 
machine gun astern. This backing at full speed misled 
the Peruvians, who thought the wascar had increased 
her distance. After backing broadside to, she steamed 
‘to the northeastward a little. At 3.29, the Pileomayo 
standing out towards the Huascar, Amazones following, 
and Angamos coming up into the line. At 3.30, the 
forts having got range of Huascar, she again changed 
her position, backing rapidly. The shore guns dropped 
several shot in the Huwascar’s recently vacated position. 
At 3.35 the ships were in line, excepting the Blanco 

Encalada, From this time till 4.00 rp. m., 25 minutes, 
the four ships in line maintained the bombardment, 
firing in all 22 shots; of which the Pileomayo fired 11, 
using two broadside guns apparently; the //uascar 6 
from her two turret guns, which were fired together 
with an average interval of 5 minutes between rounds. 
The Angamos fired 2 shots, using her long range midship 
gun; the Amazones 4, using her small bow gun entirely. 
During this half hour the Amazones turned round, 
steamed out to sea about a mile, and returned slowly to 
place in line, firing at intervals, shot falling short. 

At 4.00 the line was somewhat broken; the Huascar 
was right abead of us, distant from one-half to three- 
quarter miles. Her men could be distinctly seen, 
dressed in white, walking about the deck. After firing 
she revolved her turret, loaded and ran out, and it could 
be seen that her guns were pointed for almost extreme 
elevation. Around her smoke stack were bags of coal 
or sand, also around the base of the turret. At 4.22 the 
Huasear, being at that time off our starboard bow, dis- 
tant about ove mile, fired both her turret guns almost 
together; at the same instant a rifle projectile, presum- 
ably from the Rimac battery, struck water close to 
Huascar, The dense smoke prevented observation, 
though a noise as if the /7wascar had been hit was dis- 
tinctly heard. Since the engagement it has been 
positively ascertained that the projectile struck the 
Huasear entering a midship bulkhead. This damage 
was slight, the ship being built with bulkheads so that 
she may be sunk to the water’s edge when in action. 
The day of the bombardment she was very slightly 
sunk. ‘The shot that struck entered one of these water 
bulkheads. The /Zwascar remained in her position and 
continued firing as though nothing had happened. 

At 4.44 the Blanco Encalada made signals; the 
Huasear stood over towards the Island; all the ships 
closed in, going slowly towards anchorage. The Pélco- 
mayo and Amazones sustained the action, firing in 
answer to a few poor shots from the La Punta battery. 

At 5.15 the Peruvian monitor Atahualpa with tug 
alongside steamed out from end of mole where she had 
been during the entire action. She proceeded along the 
shore about 250 yards distant until midway between the 
mole and La Punta and turned round, firing one shot at 
5.32 and returned to original anchorage off end of mole. 

At 6.00 the last shot was fired from the Pileomayo, 
terminating the engagement, which had lasted almost 
four hours and a half. 

During the entire engagement commencing at 1.32 
and ending at 5.59, or four hours twenty-seven minutes, 


there were fired from the Chilian ships, above referred 
to, about 309 shots. Of these the Huascar fired 122; 
the heey 106; the Amazones, 44; the Angamos, 
29, and the Blanco Encalada, 8. Excepting the Blanco 
Encalada, the above ships were in action the entire 
fight. The flagship entered the engagement at 1.59 and 
retired at 2.30, firing eight shots in thirty-one minutes, 
or one shot every four minutes (nearly). The Hwascar 
commenced the action at 1.32 and fired her last shot at 
4.38, firing 122 shot in three hours and six minutes, or 
one shot vn | minute and a half. The Pilomayo 
fired from 1.37 to 5.87 (four hours) 106 shots, or one 
shot every 2.4 minutes (nearly). The Amazones com- 
menced at 1.44 and fired the last shot at 5.59, discharg- 
ing forty-four shot in four hcurs fifteen minutes, or one 
shot every 5.8 minutes (nearly). The Angamos fired 
from 1.52 to 4.52 twenty-nine shots, or one shot every 
ten minutes.

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The fourth hour was an irregular one, the ships draw- 
ing out of action, or maintaining a desultory firing. 
The 309 shots were fired in four hours twenty-seven 
minutes—267 minutes—hence one shot was fired every 
51.6 seconds. 

At 1.35 p. m., shortly afterjthe Z7wascar’s first gun, the 
Chilian corvette O'Higgins attacked the La Punta 
battery from the southward. She was on the other side 
of the Boqueron, in that part of Meraflores bay known 
as the Mar Brava. She fired seventy-six shots at La 
Punta doing no damage beyond the killing of two 
women and half-a-dozen men. For some time the large 
20-inch guns of the battery could not be laid for her ; 
one was finally pointed and, though fired at long inter- 
vals, kept the O’ Higgins 5700 metres distant, the entire 
action of three hours. 

The firing of the Chilian vessels was fair. That of 
the Huascar and Pileomayo was good. Almost every 
shot of these ships reached. The Huascar fired at the 
mole, behind which were the Union, Oroya, Talisman 
and two or three other Peruvian transports. The 
Pileomayo fired most of her shots at the Punta and 
Santa Rosa batteries. 

The damage and loss of life was inconsiderable. Most 
of the projectiles that entered the city of Callao fell in 
the streets beyond the water front, shattering a few flag 
stones and digging a hole about two feet deep. A few 
houses were pierced, but not seriously damaged. A 
prize bark, the Saucy Jack, was hit at the water line by 
a ricochetting shot and sunk. A shot struck the small 
boat pulling to her assistance, killing two and wounding 
four. The mole itself was little damaged, though 
several shot struck. The sand bags about the ships 
stopped several projectiles. Probably 20 people were 
killed and 70 or wounded. The Peruvian papers 
admit half these numbers. Thousands of people, men, 
women, and children, from Lima spent the day in Callao 








watching the engagement, and shouting enthusiastically,

A SHIP BUILDER'S OPINION. 

Mr. Jonn Roacn, in his most suggestive and valu- 
able treatise on the ‘‘ American Carrying Trade,” from 
which we recently quoted, has a chapter on ‘ Our 
Navy,” from which we quote the following : 

‘* Before the introduction of steam into the navies of 
the world, and when all were alike dependent upon wind 
and sail, no nation had a more efficient navy or a more 
thoroughly equipped merchant marine than the United 
States. Since that introduction, though to America be- 
longs the honor of first crossing the Atlantic by steam, 
we have lost position until we are far inferior to what 
we should be on the ocean. It would seem that our 
Government has had no fixed or settled policy with re} 
gard either to our Navy or merchant marine, while 

oreign nations have paid very close attention to both. 
Since steam was introduced to any extent into naval ser- 
vice, our Government certainly has never had any care-

fully devised and well defined plan for the construction 
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of anavy. Whenever anything has been done in that 
line, it has been done after the emergency came upon 
us, when all was confusion and alarm, and the work of 
a year must be crowded into three months. That old 
cry, ‘We must do the best we can in the crisis which 
is upon us!’ has often been heard by our people; and 
when the crisis was over—some sort of means to weather 
it having been patched up at great expense—the same 
listless, careless policy was again pursued. This course 
has cost the country millions of dollars, many times 
more millions than were needed, if expended under the 
right policy, to have made and maintained for us the 
most powerful and profitable marine afloat. And after 


To illustrate the effectiveness of this Navy, and the kind 
of protection it was able to give our carrying trade, an 
incident that occurred in the latter part of President 
Buchanan’s administration will serve. You may recall 
that in 1858-9 some difficulty arose between our Govern- 
ment and Uruguay in relation to the firing upon one of 
our ships and the killing of an American citizen. Some 
small sum was asked in reparation, and refused. To 
maintain our citizens in their rights something had to be 
done, and it was decided to send a squadron down to 
obtain satisfaction. To make up a fleet Government 
bought or chartered in New York five ships of the old 
Cromwell line, and fitted them out fora navy. These 
vessels could not carry their own coal, and had a speed 
of not over nine knots. It took them seventy-two days 
to go down to Uruguay. By the time they arrived the 
matter had been settled, and all they had to do was to 
take seventy-two days more and come back. On the 
return they were ordered to keep close together, so that 
in case of accident—it not being at all certain but one or 
two of them would go to the bottom at any moment— 
they might help each other out. 

‘* That was the way in which we constructed a naval 
squadron, at a time when England alone had in her 
merchant marine 152 iron steamships, many of them 
able to make fourteen and fifteen knots, all of them to 
run away from and around any ships which we owned. 
Such a disclosure of naval weakness had the effect to 
stir up our Government to some show of activity in re- 
gard to the Navy, but little came of it in actual results. 
From this incident you cun judge what kind of a steam 
Navy we had prior to the rebellion, and the position we 
occupied before the nations as a naval power...... 
The fact is noteworthy that the vast amounts paid by 
our Government for naval purposes during the War of 
the Rebellion were not spent to crush out the Southern 
Confederacy so much as to meet the emergency threaten- 
ing us from other quarters. The great draft upon our 
resources made the cost of everything connected with 
the Navy much heavier than it would have been had 
the things been bought at the propertime. What cost 
us millions in the war could have been obtained for 
thousands before the war came; and that they were not 
so obtained must be charged upon a policy of inactivity 
not unlike that which we have since pursued. What, 
have we done to improve our position? How are we 
better prepared for an emergency to-day than we were 
in 1860, in comparison with the great naval advances 
made by other nations? 

‘“‘Coming to the present time, we find that our sea- 
going tonnage in the foreign and coasting trade was, in

‘“‘Of this fleet of fifty-four steamers, one is new—the 
Trenton—with speed of fourteen knots; three have 
speed of thirteen to fourteen knots; four a speed of 
about twelve. The balance consists of slow steamers, 
large consumers of coal, furnished with a style of ma- 
chinery long since discarded by the merchant marine of 
the world, and many of them old and unserviceable. 
The fact is, after you take out the ironclad monitors and 
a few ships recently built which have speed, there are 
not twenty-five ships in this whole fleet worth preserv- 
ing. 
‘To take care of this Navy, which certainly is not 
strong enough to take care of itself, we have eight Navy- 
yards, with grounds, buildings, machinery, and equip- 
ments valued at $100,000,000. It is wise to have these 
as a reserve power, and they should unquestionably not 
only be maintained in the highest state of efficiency, but 
be increased if we are to follow our present system of 
discouragement to ship building.”

THE STATE TROOPS. 


TurrtTy-sECOND New York (BRooktyn).--This regiment 
paraded for rifle practice at Creedmoor, on Thursday, June 
24, 170 officers and men under Major Louis Finkelmeir, Capt. 
Parisette acting as Regimental I. R. P.,!Major Farr, Brigade 
I. R. P., superintending the shooting. The range was reached 
by 9 o’clock, and with very little delay the work of the day 
was commenced in the 3d class, 100 and 150 yards. The 
weather was pleasant, though the sun was extremely hot, and 
notwithstanding a strong wind which blew across the range 
from left to right, the men suffered considerably. One hun- 
dred and sixty-nine men shot over the range of this class, 
one hundred and twelve of whom qualified, 66 per cent. The 

ractice was concluded before noon, and the men were al- 
owed to rest for luncheon. Shortly after 1 o'clock p. m. the 
command was reassembled in rear of the 300 yards’ firin 
points and the practice commenced in the 2d class. The win 
was very strong during the shooting, the men being compelled 
to make heavy allowances, sometimes holding off the target 
in order to keep the bull or centre. One hundred and four 
men shot at the 300 and 400 yards, but 27 of whom qualified. 
This practice was completed at about 4 P. m., and the battal- 
ion was reassembled and told off in squads for the purpose 
of volley and file firing. Major Farr, who had pected canes 
of this — found a most general lack of information 
among the scorers as regards the details of the practice, 
scoring distance, distribution of firing parties, etc. The 
Major, however, in the absence of any specific orders com- 
plied with par. 297, Wingate’s Manual, fixing the distance at 
200 yards. The squads were at once formed, and under 
charge of their officers the work was pushed forward toa 
most satisfactory conclusion, The volleys were all well de- 
livered, and as five targets were used a rivalry was created 
between the wings of the regiment, and proved a great stimu- 
lus in promoting the practice. It was found, however, that 
the time allotted for file and volley firing was much too 
short, and should be increased by at least two hours. Some 
discussion was had at the firing points as regards the status 
of file closers during this practice. Major Farr,‘however, de- 
cided that they were entitled to practice and ordered them 
into the front ranks. « Volley and file firing at Creedmoor 
must come under the instructions provided by par. 188, 
Upton’s Tactics, which direct guides to fall back to the line 
of file closers in the different firings at the first command, 
and resume their places at posts. ‘ This rule is general.” 

In this practice three rounds in each (file and volley) 
were fired standing, in double rank, and two rounds kneel- 
ing, in single rank. The general average is good, that of 
the volley firing standing at about 50 per cent., which 
figure would have been exceeded but for the circumstance 
that every cartridge missing fire is counted as a round ex- 
pended, or in other words as a miss, and by just so much 
reduces the score of a company. Major Farr took special 
care that the pieces were sighted at 300 yards, and much 
of the good result of the practice may be attributed to this 
foresight. This new feature is destined to become exceed- 
ingly popular with the rank and file of the National Guard, 
while its exercise will impart much valuable instruction to 
the troops not otherwise attainable. The following is the 
result of the practice :

TWENTY-SECOND New York.—A detachment of this regi- 
ment, 20 officers and 235 men, visited Creedmoor on Friday, 
June 25, for rifle practice—class—Lieut.-Col. Camp was in 
command, Capt. Loomis, I. R. P., with Major John J. Riker, 
Brigade I. R. P., superintending the practice. The troops 
were ordered to take the 8 a. M. train from Hunter’s Point, 
but it was considerably after that hour when the detachment 
arrived, and as a consequence much valuable time was wasted. 
On reaching the range the troops were marched to the 100 
yards’ firing points, squads made up, and the practice com- 
menced. 248 men shot in the 3d class, 100 and 150 yards, of 
whom 191 qualified by securing 25 out of the possible 50 
points. Rest was then taken for lunch, and in the afteroon 
the shooting was resumed in the 2d class, 200 and 400 yards, 
kneeling and lying. 191 men practiced in this class, of whom 
67 qualified. On the completion of the class practice 187 men 
were formed into five sqnads for practice in file and volley 
firing. This practice was most systematic, the officers being 
careful and prompt, and the men attentive and obedient. The 
result of the volley firing was a score of 1,930, 1,006 rounds 
being fired, while in firing by file 828 rounds were fired, the 
score being 1,269, as follows :

the practice of 1880 volley and file firing by —, platoon 
or company should follow the class practice. is feature in 
the perfecting of the education of the State troops was tested 
most satisfactorily at Creedmoor on June 24, the 32d regiment 
of Brooklyn being the first command to ongage in it. As 
was to be expected, this first day was largely experimental, 
and the 32d being an average sample of the State troops; 
not one of the very “‘crack” regiments was selected to 
demonstrate the practical working of the new feature. The 
distance was 200 yards, squads of twenty men each. - The 
troops were rapidly got into position, and, apart from the 
necessary time expended in a few instructions for the more 
perfect safety of the men, the work moved forward with a 
celerity greater than was to be anticipated. The result of 
the work was indeed most satisfactory, and proves that the 
right chord has been struck in the introduction of file aud 
volley firing. It will revive the drooping interest 
in rifle practice generally, stimulate officers and men to 
renewed exertions, and instead of every | with a command 
full of unpleasant thoughts of individual failure, and impa- 
tient of the restriction placed upon them as to the amount of 
practice to which they are entitled, detachments will in fu- 
ture, if properly and carefully directed, return from a day's 
rifle practice full of satisfaction at original work, excellently 
performed, and stimulated by generous rivalry to yet better 
achievements. The result of the first day's practice was, as 
stated, most satisfactory to all concerned.

RIFLE PRACTICE. 
THE INTERNATIONAL RIFLE MATCH. 


1292—1289—in favor of America is the result of the fourth 
ong range contest between the teams of six, Ireland and 
Americ, shot at Dollymount, Tuesday, June 29, 1980. These 
scores ere the best ever recorded in an International Match. 
This series of rifle contests had their origin in the challenge 
of the Irish Rifle Association after the Elcho Shield victory of 
1873, and though at that time America had not aspired to 
practice at the extreme ranges, and in fact had not produced 
rifles capable of fine work at distances beyond mid range, the 
challenge was promptly accepted. This first match was shot 
at Creedmoor, September 26, 1874, America winning by 3 
points, the score standing 934 to 931, an average of 155 out of 
the possible 130 (old target), 86 per cent. of the total score. 
The second contest was shot at Dollymount, Ireland, June 
29, 1875, the second American team beating the record by 34, 
and securing victory from the Irish marksmen by 39 points, 
he scores standing 963 to 929. The percentage of the Ame- 

cans in this contest was 88, with an average of 161 per man 
In the Centennial contest, 1876, teams from America, Ireland, 
Scotland, Australia, and Canada, America again passed the 
record, securing 87 per cent. of the total score in a two days’ 
match, while on the third day, in a contest with the Irish 
team, their average was 194 per man (new target). In 1877, 
a combine! British team visited Creedmoor to compete for 
the “Palmw” trophy, the result being victory for America 
with the largest score recorded up to that time, 3,334 out of 
the possible 3,600, 92 per cent., with an average of 208 per 
man. On the second day of this match, the six best men of 
the American team secured a total of 1,278 to the 1,238 of the 
best six of the combinel time, while in the “‘ walk over 
match” of 1378 the American team dropped but three points 
from this splendid record. 

In the meanwhile the Irish riflemen had become con- 
vinced that the American breech loading rifle was the supe- 
rior weapon, and the energies of the Messrs. Rigby, members 
of the Irish team, and gun manufacturers, were turned to 
the production of a gun equal, if not superior, to that used 
by Americans, while, in addition, American powder and 
shells were copied, and the system of team coaching and dis- 
cipline, inaugurated by Col, Gildersleeve, at Dollymount, in 
1875, and so successfully used in subsequent matches, were 
adopted. Having reached a point when they hoped for suc- 
cess, the Irish riflemen for the fourth time desired to meet an 
American team, and in April Major Leech sent an invitation 
to the N. R. A. for a match, in Ireland, in July, 1880. The 
invitation was promptly accepted, a team organized, and 
with the veteran Bodine as captain, sailed for the Green 
Isle to again try conclusions with the Irish marksmen. It 
was said that this American team was hastily organized, that 
several of the men were decidedly weak, and that from the 
records of the Irish practice, with their new guns, etc., 
America must be vanquished. The practice scores of our 
men did not raise the team in the opinion of the public, and 
it was egeeeey asserted that the Irish woald win, but 
when on the Saturday before the match, June 26, the Ameri- 
can team shot together, putting up a score within a few

rently had made up their minds that they were beaten, yet 
still pulled together in order to decrease the lead, but 
Fenton's “ magpie” on the opening of the twelfth round had 
a most do ing effect, the round closing with America 
14 points ahead. On the fourteenth, however, Clark and 
Fisher left the centre, but the break of Wm. Rigby in the 
last round added 2 to the American lead, and the match was 
closed with a total of 1,292—1,280—in favor of America. 

Cheer upon cheer was given for the American team as the 
scores were tallied, and the Irishmen found satisfaction in 
the fact that though the Americans had beaten them they 
had beaten the best record heretafore made in a long 
range match, their total being 2 points better than the 
famous score of the best six of the American Centennial 
team. The shooting is the grandest on record, the American 
team having 95 per cent. of the total score, with an average 
of 215 2-6 per man, while Ireland had 94 per cent. and an 
—— 213 2-6 per man. Dr. Scott’s 74 was the best indi- 
vidual score at this — ; but Colonel Clark headed all 
competitors with a magnificent 219 out of the possible 225. 

During the match the Americans made 221 bulls-eyes to 
the 216 of Ireland ; both teams had 41 centres, while Ireland 
had 12 inners to the 7 of America. There were but two shots 
out of the 450 of the match which were outside of the “ inner 
square” of the target 6 by 6 feet.

SCOUT OF THE FIFTH INFANTRY. 
Fort Kroon, M. T., June 17, 1880. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal; 


Sir: In your edition of June 5 appears a letter writ- 
ten by some member of Capt. Baldwin’s command, 
claiming honor and credit for a scout made by Co. K, 
5th Inf. It is hardly necessary to say that the article first 
published in an obscure frontier journal, which has given 
so much offence to some member of Capt. Baldwin’s 
command, was written without my knowledge or insti- 
gation; but as ‘‘ Justice” in his eagerness to set others 
right seems to make an attack upon me, I wish to make 
the following short statement of the affair in question. I 
hope I may not be understood as wishing to disparage 
the achievements of my brother officers, but simply to 
set myself right with iny Eastern friends. The circum- 
stances are all too well known and understood here, to 
require any defence from me or any one else. On the 
night of March 7, 1880, several head of stock were 
stolen from Capt. Ewers’s camp, or rather from the camp 
of the enlisted scouts adjacent to his. As soon as the 
theft was discovered I was sent with ten enlisted men 
and ten scouts in pursuit, starting at 2 o’clock in the 
night, following the trail by a lantern and lighted 
matches, and continued following it the next day through 
a blinding snow storm until I struck the hostiles at about 
noon. Twoof my scouts were killed, and I forced the 
hostiles to leave one of their dead on the field and aban- 
don all of their camp outfit, which I destroyed. I also 
secured eight head of stock from them. Through the 
haste and excitement of one of my Cheyennes the en 
gagement, which terminated my scout, was brought on 





more quickly than it should have been, perhaps prema- 
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turely. My horses and men being exhausted, the Indians 
having escaped with comparatively fresh animals, and 
having at least two for each Indian, knowing absolutely 
nothing of the whereabouts of Capt. Baldwin’s command 
or any other, I returned to the post and not to Capt. 
Ewers's camp, although I overtook his command next 
day about eleven o'clock.

THE REVISION OF CASES. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal; 

Sir: In your issue of June 13th, c. s., we are assured 
by a judge-advocate of the Army, that the members of 
the Bureau of Military Justice spend a great deal of time 
and take no end of pains in studying the cases of mili- 
tary convicts, so as to reduce the sentences of all con- 
victed of the same class of offences, down to one 
standard of punishment. If a sentence is too light of 
course they can add nothing to it, so this board of equal- 
ization can only level downwards. The severest sen- 
tence may not be too severe, yet according to this theory 








of revision, it must be cut down to correspond with the 
mildest, no matter how mild. 

This practice of the Bureau has long been suspected, 
but this is the first time we have seen it distinctly 
avowed. If it does not meet with the general disap- 
provat of the Army, it certainly should do so. Are all 
pieces of chalk of the same size? All burglaries equally 
heinous—all mutinies equally grave? If two Courts- 
martial give different sentences for apparently the same 
offence, is it not charitable and proper to suppose that 

here was something in the character of the offences that 
made one more culpable that the other ? 

Who is presumably the better judge, a court under the 
solemnity of an oath, seeing and hearing both the wit- 
nesses and the accused; or a Bureau man, thousands of 
miles away, with his head full of legal cobwebs and 
nothing but a written record to guide him ? 

The Bureau man may have had little or no experience 
in Army life; may know nothing of its difficulties, its 
spirits, its traditions, its lex non scripter—its esprit de 
corps—yet let us do him justice. It is his duty to cor- 
rect mistakes if he finds them. No doubt they all try 
honorably and faithfully to doso. But the trouble is 


that ever since Judge Holt was made Judge-Advocate- 
General the Bureau of Military Justice has not contented. 
itself with correcting technical mistakes and errors in 
law, but has made itself a court of revision as to matters 
of fact. 

They constantly undertake to say that sentences are not 
sustained by the evidence. Civil courts of appeal do 
this, but they only do it after hearing both sides, and 
then the most they do is to remand for a new trial. 

The Judge-Advocate-General has a,right under the 
statute to revise cases and to advise the Executive to 
remit sentences. The abstract right is not denied, it is 
the propriety ef doing so that is questioned. 

Granted that it is unfortunate that all courts have not 
the same measure of justice, is it not a greater evil to 
have their sentences unceremoniously and almost con- 
temptuously set aside ? 

Does not this make offenders bold in crime, and those 
who are detailed on courts mistrustful of themselves? 
The military code is a code of honor. Not in the Gal- 
way sense, but because duty is to the Saxon what glory 
is to the Celt. Hence those who offend should meet the 
surest censure.

Tue British found in the Ameer’s palace several rifles 
of different and each had its Cabuli imitation. 
‘There was never any lack of gunpowder ; the Ameer 
employed six contractors to turn out the quantity he re- 
quired.” Shot and shell were strictly copied, but fuses 
“were not understood.” Native artificers were engaged 
in imitating (with no little success) pone, am, and 
Snider and Enfield rifles. The guns seem to have been 
turned out with more success than were the small arms, 
for we learn that “the Afghans placed but little faith in 
their imitation of English rifles—the breech action of 
the Snider would not act, the extractor often failing to 
throw out the cartridge case after firing; while the 
grooving of the Enfields was so imperfect that the barrel 
quickly got ‘‘ leaded.” 

A sentes of illustrations of torpedo warfare were given, 
June 4, at the entrance to Porchester Creek, England. 
The programme opened with the explosion of ground 
mines by means of bumping circuit closers, four mines, 
each containing a — of 500Ib. of ordinary gun- 
powder, being discharged. Twelve countermines were 
next laid out and exploded in 38min. 5sec. The means 
adopted for destroying obstacles placed at the entrances 
of harbors or rivers to prevent the entrance of hostile 
fleets were next shown. Four outrigger torpedoes, each 
containing charges of 100lb., were fired, and hand gre- 
nades were fired by means of Bickford’s water fuse. 
The ease with which a chain cable can be broken was 
also illustrated. 

Tux mast of the Orpheus, from which the crew gave 
three parting cheers as it went by the board and they 
were cast into the boiling surf, was recently lying on 
the Manukau sands. The Admiralty would gain some- 
thing in popularity by ordering this interesting relic to 
be brought home, to be set up as a memorial to the gal- 
lant officers and crew who so nobly died. 

Tne French system of breech-loading has not 
escaped the explosions which hitherto all guns have 
submitted to, Sir William Palliser’s excepted. A heavy 
rifled gun, constructed for the French service at a fac- 
tory at Terre Noir, has, it is reported, blown off its 
breech at proof.

Frenou statistics show that during the Franco-Prus- 
sian war, altogether 87,396 soldiers were buried in 
1,438 different communes. Of these, 37,859 French 
and 21,876 German soldiers rest in separate graves; 
while of 27,661 buried, the nationality could not be de- 
termined. 

Iy the experimental march of the Uhlans of the Rus- 
sian Imperial Guard, ninety miles were traversed in ten 
consecutive hours, fresh horses being provided at the 
forty-fifth mile. 

SEAMEN Of the ill-fated British training ship Atalanta, 
who were sent home in the Plover, give a very bad ac- 
count of the vessel, but say that it was impossible to sail 
under a better captain. He was always on deck. He 
seemed to feel the ship could not be trusted. The other 
officers tried to make the ship’s company happy and 
comfortable. The vessel pitched and rolled terribly ; 
shipping water, and the main and upper decks were 
never dry. And this is the way England recruits her 
navy ; sending two training sbips to the bottom of the 
sea within a short time.
